With Bureau approval on the new Dependents’ Hospital 
and the awarding of contracts, work is now underway and 
progressing on the construction of several big additions to 
the hospital compound. New buildings include nurses’ and 
Waves’ quarters and an addition to the pump house. 


Primary construction is the 120-' 
bed Dependents’ hospital unit which 
will be located on the pine-covered 
hill at the north end of the station 
just beyond the tennis courts. Over- 
looking the compound and with a 
beautiful scenic view, the new hos- 
pital unit will face the south with 
approximately a 360-foot frontage 
and will be about 300 feet in depth. 
The project work is under the 
direction of Lt. Cmdr. W. J. H. Nel- 
son, public works officer. 

To be constructed in a one-story 
style conforming with the other sta- 
tion buildings, the dependent’s unit 
will be comprised of five wings, 
accommodating 120 patients in two- 
room wards and will have a 60-bas- 
sinette nursery and pediatrics de- 
partment. In addition there will be 
laboratories, surgery, and facilities 
for laundry, power and storage, 
galley and dining rooms for staff 
and help. 

According to Lt. Cmdr. Nelson, 
the new buildings will be of so- 
called temporary type construction, 
although they will be as permanent 
as many permanent structures in 
this area. The release of more crit- 
ical materials and the availability 
of some materials not heretofore 
obtainable will allow better con- 
struction. 

Already trees have been up- 
rooted on the site of the new build- 
ing and the clearing of debris 
is going forward. Excavation for the 
unit will begin as soon as possible. 

Located under the No. 1 wing will 
be a basement for laundry, drying 
and storage facilities. In this wing 
will be housed the surgery, admis- 
sion rooms, utility rooms, doctor’s 
offices and will contain two-bed 
wards. Wing two will contain ob- 
stetric delivery rooms and the bas- 
sinette nursery.

Wing three, the center building 
will contain the administration of- 
fices, commissary unit including 
galley and dining rooms for staff 
and help, laboratories, X-Ray, rec- 
ord offices, pharmacy, office of the 
head nurse and examination and 
treatment rooms. 

Both wings four and five will be 
devoted to ward rooms complete 
with gear lockers, the doctors’ of- 
fices and in wing four will be a 
department devoted to pediatrics. 

Wave, Nurses’ Quarters 

Now under construction is the 
new Wave barracks annex which 
will house approximately 48 Waves 
when completed. Excavation for the 
new structure is being completed 
and the framework going up. To 
be connected to the present Wave 
barracks by a passageway, the new 
annex will face the west. Built sim- 
ilarly to the present quarters, the 
sleeping accommodations will be in 
cubicle style. The basement will 
contain a recreation room, storage 
space, laundry, pressing and drying 
rooms. 

Excavation has also been started 
on the new Nurses’ Quarters annex 
which will be an H-type building 
of two wings, one to contain a base- 
ment recreation room similar to that 
now located in the Waves quar- 
ters. Being constructed to the south 
of the present nurses’ quarters, 
it will be connected to the main 
quarters by a passageway. 

The basement recreation room 
will be situated in the east end 
of the south wing. The new annex 
will contain 40 bed rooms, plus 
necessary gear rooms, laundry facil- 
ities, and drying room. 

The boiler house addition con- 
tained in the current building con- 
tract will facilitate the handling of 
the additional utility load incurred 
by the new construction on the 
compound. 
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LOOKING TO THE FUTURE 

One of the great opportunities offered to the patients and 
personnel of this station are the facilities with which to continue 
their education. A characteristic common to all, is that service 
men and women have had their education interrupted, and when 
peace is won, many will be anxious to pick up their former lives 
where they left off with as little sacrifice as possible. In order 
to do this you should start to prepare for a life work by utilizing 
some of your idle time. 

In 1940, men and women between the ages of 16 and 20 
years, of whom you were a part, formed the greatest number of 
students in our schools. A breakdown as to ages is as follows: 
16 to 17 years of age totaled in the United States, 4,892,000. Of 
this age group, 3,361,206 were attending school, or 66.7 per 
cent. In the 18 to 19 year-old group, which totaled 5,018,834, 
1,449,485, or 28.9 per cent, were attending school. The 20-year- 
olds totaled 2,367,042, with 294,962, or 12.5 per cent in schools. 

As one studies this group it is noted that a great drop is evi- 
dent between high school and college age, due to more and 
more men and women entering some trade or business. 

At the present time, the Educational Department offers courses 
in almost every field of endeavor, including subjects with which 
to finish high school, obtain credits toward a college degree or 
subjects in vocational courses to fit the person for betterment in 
previous jobs. 

Our library has 6,000 books and 200 periodicals that are for 
your use for the asking. 

Anyone is free to choose among the many alternatives before 
them. Education, however, can increase the number of those 
choices and can make their recognition positive. The worst artist 
knows least well what things he is free to do and has the poorest 
mental equipment for making decisions. The courage to make 
decisions and so to risk failure on the heroic or tragic level, is 
something else that depends on knowledge or upon wisdom. 
Wisdom is the final sign that we have become natural, that our 
decisions are our own and our allegiance to our fellow-man and 
country are not compulsory, but normal.

Ward 28 Patient 
Gets Bronze Star 



Edward Curtis Nelson, 
HAlc,, patient on Ward 28, 
who celebrated his 20th birth- 
day on 7 April, was presented 
with the Bronze Star medal 

in a ceremony on his ward at in- 
spection 6 April by Commanding 
Officer Captain F. C. Hill. 

Nelson, who hails from St. Paul, 
Minn., is recovering from chest 
wounds received in action on the 
Peleliu Island. He has been in the 
Navy since 1 July, 1943. 

For service with the Fleet Marine 
Force, the hospital corpsman’s cita- 
tion sets forth the following: “For 
heroic achievement in action against 
the enemy or. Peleliu Island, Palau 
Group, on 16 September, 1944. Hos- 
pital Apprentice First Class Nelson, 
serving as a corpsman with a 
Marine Infantry Battalion, was sent 
from the battalion aid station to the 
front lines to treat and evacuate 
several wounded Marines. Having 
successfully completed his mission, 
he volunteered to remain in the 
front line rather than return to the 
battalion aid station. Later, a 
wounded Marine was observed 
lying in a very exposed position. 
With complete disregard for his 
own safety. Nelson crawled for- 
ward under intense enemy fire and 
administered first aid to the wound- 
ed man. While working over his 
comrade he himself was critically 
wounded. His courageous conduct 
was in keeping with the highest tra- 
ditions of the United States Naval 
Service.”

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NEW LIBERTY CARD SYSTEM IS 
AID TO PERSONNEL, MAIN GATE 

By this time you have probably become quite familiar 
with the new system of Liberty Cards, put into effect on the 
hospital station as of 11 April, following a Bureau order for 
such action on all stations. 

Liberty cards and not identification cards will be used by

Plastic Binoculars 
Pass Rigid Testing 

Washington. — A new plastic mate- 
rial meeting the rigid requirements 
of military use has recently made 
its appearance in a combat binocu- 
lar, designed and developed by the 
United States Naval Observatory. 
Extensive tests have shown the 
combat binocular to have the char- 
acteristics demanded in a general- 
purpose binocular, particularly for 
severe service conditions where or- 
dinary binoculars fail to stand up. 

The revolutionary features of the 
combat binocular include extreme 
resistance to fungus growth, resist- 
ance to the corosive effects of salt 
water and air, effective water- 
proofness when submerged to 
depths of over 100 feet, sturdy 
mechanical construction, and fixed 
adjustment of focusing and inter- 
pupillary distance settings. These 
characteristics make the instru- 
ments exceptionally well suited to 
the rough use encountered in the 
tropics, in amphibious operations, 
and in submarines. 

The plastic binocular is capable 
of withstanding far more shock 
than an aluminum binocular. The 
resistance of the plastic material 
to the penetration of moisture and 
fungus provides additional im- 
portant advantages which have be- 
come increasingly apparent with the 
extension of military operations into 
wet and swampy areas. 




liberty status of enlisted personnel 
and may be taken up by them when 
making arrests, cancelling liberty or 
returning an offender to his ship or 
station. 

Each officer and enlisted person 
shall carry in his or her possession 
at all times one and one only identi- 
fication card which shall not be 
used as liberty cards. Identification 
cards shall not be taken from the 
person to whom issued, except for 
purposes of investigation. 

Under the direction of the Secur- 
ity Officer, the new files of staff 
personnel and patiehts have been 
installed at the Main Gate and the 
checking in and out on liberty via 
the Liberty Card method is under 
way providing a more efficient, 
quicker method of checking person- 
nel. 

In explaining the new Liberty 
Card system, it was made known 
that staff chiefs and first class petty 
officers having every night liberty 
will keep their cards on their per- 
sons at all times unless restricted. 

The Blue Liberty Cards, denoting 
1530 liberty, are assigned to ward 
corpsmen and to staff on special 
details, rating other than regular 
liberty hours. 

Green Liberty Cards are assigned 
to staff personnel having 1630 lib- 
erty privileges and to special detail 
workers other than ward corpsmen. 
First class petty officers will carry 
their liberty cards and upon show- 
ing their card and I.D. card will be 
checked out the gate. 

Second class petty officers and 
those of lower rates on port and 
starboard watches will pick up their 
Liberty Cards at the main gate at 
the time the detail liberty com- 
mences upon presentation and veri- 
fication of their I.D. cards. Upon 
returning to the base the cards will 
be surrendered at the gate. 

All liberty cards must be turned 
in at the gate by 0745. The loss of 
a Liberty Card will entail automatic 
liberty restriction for 10 days. 

Liberty Cards are also issued to 
patients rating inside and outside 
detail liberty. These will be orange 
in color and will be picked up by 
the patients at the gate upon veri- 
fication and presentation of their 
I.D. cards. The cards will be issued 
at the time the detail liberty com- 
mences and surrendered to the gate 
house upon return to the station. 
Patient Liberty Cards will be num- 
bered differently each day. 

Nurses, in the future will not be 
required to submit ward liberty lists 
other than for patients on regular 
patients’ liberty which is in effect 
only on Wednesdays and Saturdays. 
The patient liberty lists will be sub- 
mitted to the main gate in duplicate

"Unarmed Samaritans in Hell 


First Wave Leaves 


USNH, Aiea Heights, T. H> 
(HCQNS) — A tribute to the work 
of the medical officers and hospital 
corpsmen on Iwo Jima was paid by 
Keith Wheeler, wounded war cor- 
respondent for the Chicago Times 
and NANA, in an exclusive article 
written for Hospital Hi-Lites, sta- 
tion newspaper here. 

Wheeler wrote “most of us war 
reporters suffer from a quaint and 
unfortunate notion that the only 
heroes worth writing about are those 
who kill a lot of Japanese — in con- 
sequence of which I suspect we 
miss a lot of good copy. 

“Since 1:30 p.m. February 20, on 
Iwo’s beach I have been on the re- 
ceiving end of a demonstration of 
my error. It is time, I think, for me 
to rise and testify and to nominate 
as my special heroes of this war 
the medical personnel, both Navy 
and Army, who serve with the 
armed forces. 

“This goes for all of them — the 
doctors, hospital corpsmen, nurses, 
litter bearers all the way from the 
bloody beaches to the rearmost 
base hospitals — but especially the 
combat hospital corpsmen and sur- 
geons who land with combat troops 
on hostile beaches.

“They are not combat troops. 
They are unarmed Samaritans in 
hell whose function is to salvage 
life, not take it. I don’t know how 
many of Iwo’s wounded have 
reached Aiea by now, but I’ll bet 
you can walk through the wards of 
this hospital today and get a thous- 
and eager testimonials to the self- 
less courage with which that func- 
tion has been performed. 

“I was driven out of Iwo before 
I had much opportunity to observe 
what was happening to other people 
and so I do not know how great 
were the casualties among the doc- 
tors and hospital corpsmen. But — 
knowing how they work and hav- 
ing earlier seen such beaches as 
Tarawa, Kwajalein, Saipan and 
Guam — I’ll hazard that the medical 
department casualties were higher 
proportionately than in any other 
class including the frontline assault 
troops. 

“It is a peculiarity of their work 
that almost never can they practice 
their saving arts in anything like 
safety. The places where men are 
getting hit are always dangerous. 
And it’s an unfortunate fact that a 
hospital corpsman or doctor can’t 
give plasma to a wounded man and 
keep personally under cover at the 
same time. 

“Nor can stretcher bearers carry a 
casualty out of an area under fire 
without standing up and taking it. 
And frequently they get it, as the 
casualty lists will show. 

“For other people one brief in- 
spired act of heroism is enough. 
For the medics it is necessary to act 
with quiet, patient, drudging hero- 
ism every hour of every day and 
night. For them there’ll never be 
thanks enough.”
